Answer, No, sir! we presume it entirely
within the “pewer” of elther Hounse, regardless
of the other, to-dny to admit represeniatives ol
the seceded States to seats oun it floor. Yet the
matter is 80 grave, so novel, so complioated,
and involves such farreaching conseguences,
that it seems ceminently proper that the two
Houses should consult, coufer, compare notes,

They
are mutually affected by whatever cither may
do In the premiscs, nnd do well to act pcoord-
ingly, And this, under the “dictation’ referred
10, they huve wisely agreed to do.

Let the Southern loyalisis vote—aecnre their
righito o voice in the Government whiob taxes,
ruled, and Judges them—and we waive every
other requirement, But we will vol, we never
can, agree that the Inte Rubels of the Bouth shall
be represented in Congress to the exclusion of
their steadfustly loynl neighbors—that 300,000
white Rebela in South Carolina (for] exampla)
ghull have equal weight in our common Goyern-
ment with 600,000 white Unionists in Maine or
Towa—that the Sonthern blucks shall be legally
gagged, and thelr white neighbors empowered
10 spenk twice in their stead, though not in their
bebalf; and 1t is a most arrogant presumption
that insiste that this shall be coneeded, We are
willing that the five millions of ex-Rebels shall
have equal power, mau for man, with the loyal
people, North and South—bat no more. If they
disdain thws, and insist on counting themselves
two to our oune, they will have to wait a while
beiore they get into Congress at all,

wo are as well informed as others respecting the
movements of these excited Irishmen, we have
not yet heard of their having taken atown of
the slze of 8% Albaps, Vermont, Many sab-
Jeets of her Majesty, Irishmen mostly, have
sought aaylum, nud homes even, in our midst,

guying that they had been driven to do this by
the Wyranny of britlsh law. We know that many
sublects of our own Governmept, saying the
sume things sgninst our laws, songht asylum
her Mujesty's dominlong during the years of the
war, e

We know that they erossed the line and com-
milled ourrages agmnst us, uud It may be that
the Canadinns redson from what they did as to
Wwhgt the Irish may do. Buot Governments can-
not aot op such ressons. They muost have the
more substantial basia of facts, A3 yeb the
Irish have violated no law, They have neither
taken any towu, nor roobed a buok, nor kilied
even & single wun i any of her Mujesty’s loyal
provinoes, Neither have we heard that these
men had captured o Britlsh ship, ol the size of
the Chesapeake, any. 1t i@ constantly rumnred
that thev intend to ey this, But bad intentions
arc uot eriminaly attempt is nol suoccess: and
ruwor is not evidence,  Above all, we have not
learned tust men had  been hold gniltless in
aﬂlﬁmﬁﬂ(mu court for the capture of auy such
ghip.

tion, und it rested its claim upon those authori-
ties which sdmit that gulfs, channels, and arms
o! the sen beloug to people with whose land they |
are encompassed, If was intmated that the law
of nations would justify the United States in
attaching to their coasts an cxtept into the
sca beyond the reach of cannon shot, Cou-
sidering the ereat extent of the line ‘
ol the American consts, we have a right to elaim |
for fiseal and delensive régulations a liberal ex-
tension of maritime jorisdiction; and It would
not bé unvreasonable, s I apprebend, to assume
for domestic purposes connected with our safety
und weliare, the control of the waters on our
copst, thoogh included within lines stretching
from quite distaut headlands, as, for instunce,
irom Cape Ann to Cape Cod, and from Nan-
tutket to Montauk Polot, and from that point to
the Copes of the Delaware, and from thé South
Cape o Flords to the Mississippi.,”

It behooves us to consider, therefore, and we
make no doubt that President Johugon has
alrendy considered, whether it is worlh while
to proclaim our surrender ol exclusive jurlsdie-
tion and control over Long Island and Albe-
marle sounds, the Delaware and Chesapeake
bays, Boston harbor, and the Bay of Bun Fran-
cisco, tor the =ake of pushing our fishermen |
into these Northepn harbors—when an aveld-
ance of such serrender i8 possible. when the
pesceabie continuance of our Northern fisheries
15 poesible, by some such a &lmple and tempo-
mary compromise as the payment to the pro-
vinces ot & lieht tonnaee tax on all American
vessols which seek theirinsbore fishing grounds.

The burdens of taxation are hard on the
people and hard on industry. No business inan
can pass & day without groaning under them,
and no man whutever, except Lhe ricl, can live
without suffering gevefely from them. The
complexity oi the txes, s well as thelr magnl-
tude, troubles us all. There s hardly anything
that esonpes taxes, sl on nearly the bali or all
things they are levied twice or thrice, or half'
doren times, under o variely of forms and upon
the most remarkable pretoxis,
The paticnce with which the eountry hns
borue them s now severely tred. It hus bheen
sustained Heretoiore by considerations nf notes.
sity und of honor, The people themselves—we
may nlmost say 68 u body—were the owners of
the Government seeurities, and consequently in-
terested in sustaining the Government ercdit «t
the highest point; apdfuo oune could el Lo see
that 1o etiect (s the revenues ol the Govern-
mint must be large as well as steady, Our na.
tongl pride, too, has worked greatly in wid of
the Goverpment fn this matter, We were bound
to show an incredulous world that our debt and
crédit had 8 broad and £olid busi; Lhat we could
pay the highest tayes in the world as well as
Wilgo 8 greatesl war; and that our fuancial
honor should not be tarpishued, 85 our enemles
sneeringly asserted it gortainly would be; Thon,
ugain, it was universally feit that in seitling the
afuirs and closlng the acconnts of 4 great wur,
the Governinent wus compelled to draw from the
Peoinle all thac t posmbly conld without irrepa-
by dumaging publie intarests.

But now we are i the seond year of peace,
Our Govarnment, I sll s departments, s, or
should be, on the perttauent pesoe basis, On
B0 band or in no quirer are exteaordinary
expenses called for, Our ésimate of reyvenues
for this year should be no Mishey than that for
nextyear, orfor the years o! wepee whioh we
trust.are to follow; spd our burdow of taxstion
no weightier now than then, We Saye the ad-
vantage ol definite estimutos a8 1o b nmonnt
that will be nesded, as woll a8 the &MOmy that
can be raised, and the gources that will progyee
it..

tion, and so much for interest, We can 8oy —in
much for army and Navy; so much for Biate and
interior exp nses, ¢ can ~80 much
from Customs and s0 mueh from Internsl Reve-
nue. And, setting 1he one agalnst the ather,
we cin £ay —a0 much surplus or so much’ defl-
olenoy. The country is now sufficiently setiled

tevests, Is U judicious, under these clreum-
#lnnees, to contlnue our present enormons rates
ol taxatlen? To lake s philosophioal view of
the matter, s regardd the puast, we' may say we
think it well that #uech revenoes have been
raved and such taxadon patiently borne, for
ope year. It has shown what wa ean do and
bear, 1t has made us perfect through sutferine,
I{ hns estab ished public confidence in the Govs
vrnment oredit, and given mankiod fuith in our
nationnl honor,
Aside from these moral pspeels of the onse, it
has doubtless done wvast and incaleulabie
damage to our materisl intercsts; but the moral
ngpects in this case have paipubly overriddemall
temporary material considerations, I jL wise
however, to conthne to tax the people nlld
mjure industry merely for the #urpose of
attempting at this time to pay off the huge
debt contracted during the war? We have nog
thought of permstting this debt to hedcme o
\:crmannm. thing in our gevernmental economy,
Ve have no idea of permitvine the fact toot it
must be paid to be lost sight of. We have no
notion ot ceasing enbirelv in the Iabor of
redluecing 16, But would it not be weli, alter
whut we ave borne and accomplished in the
lnte exlinusting military strugele, 1o ask of the
country & little le#s than o plinme at
onee with ita entire energiea into an oqnuil_v (S
nnveting and altogetber needicss finnnclal strog-
gle! Would it not be well Lo give the poople
aud the public mteiests a period of rvest, or at
lefial to Hghiten =omewhat thelr burdens, when
it §5 evidently feasible to do so? Tt will take but
i limitcd time lor the couniry to regain iis
foimer prdsperity, aod (or oor indostrial io-
terests 10 reach a point of development lar
beyond anything in our pagt experience, And
the measure ol taxation that 158 now attheting to
endure will then seem but as a feather oa the
back of this broad-shouldered people.
